THE SECRET GOVERNMENT 




SOVIET UNION 


(Translated from the Russian - written by a man who lived 
25’ years under Communism.) 


The Commurdst Party of the Soviet Union which rules over the entire pop- 
ulation of approximately 120,000,000 people (est.) consists of 5§ million members. 

The ruling class, or top level, overseers, consists of approximately 32 million mem- j 
bers. The other 2 million members of the Party are young Communists, or Commsomols, ^ 
who do the most spying, and work for the Party among the Gentile population. The 
"Chosen People" have fixed the number of members in the Secret Government so as to \ _ 
guarantee constant vigilance and militant control over the country. To allow the 1 

party to grow larger would mean tc^ jeopardize the control of the super- capitalists \ I 

and the possibility of a weakness in administration. . ’ _ \ 


The two million young Communists who are more or less trainees are under 
constant supervision to determine whether they will graduate Into a full fledged 
Commxmist ruler. Their training consists of a thorough education against Jesus 
Christ and His teachinc-s, hatred for all gentiles who believe in one supernatural 
God, and a course in determining when a person is capable of thinking for himself. 
Under the supervision of their elders, the young Communists report to their Jewish 
masters on all infractions of regular Communist regulations. When a young Communist 
qualifies himself by killing Gentiles who are enemies of the state, etc., he is in 
line for a higher position. However, if he is one who does too much thinking for 
himself, then he is, in turn, under surveilance by his brother students end Jewish 
masters. - 






Of the million top level Communist rulers in the Soviet Union, 50^ are 
Jewish and 50% Gentiles, many of whom had formerly been in the penal institutions 
under the Czar for murder, rape, arson, robbery, etc. The latter spend some of their 
time in quasi -Official positions executing the orders of their Jewish masters and 
the rest of the time spying on each other. Whereas, the former spend all of their 
time ruling over the. entire administration of the Gentile population of the Soviet 
Union. There is no distrust among each other and absolutely no spying for they are 
the "Chosen people" who alone have the right to live free, according to their Talmud. 
In short, the 5056 Jewish faction make up- the Invisible Government of the Soviet 
Union. The Visible Government is the -50% Gentile faction that the people see as 
the Russian Government. 

Because of the Iron Curtain, the people in America naturally do not know 
what transpires in the Soviet Union. For those who are interested, there is always 
civil war liquidations, arrests, raids, etc. However, about every four or five 
years there is a mass purge of the Gentile faction of the Commuinist party along with 
certain sections of the Gentile population in general. Sometimes the Jewish war- 
lords of the Soviet Union have some grounds for their purges because of certain in- 
formation, although most of the time it is done to insure the continual success of 
the Communist Party. If certain sections of the Party are not killing the required 
number of Gentiles and making the estimated number of arrests, then that section 
of the Party is liquidated and replaced. . ^

SECRET BOARD 


The Soviet Union is broken up into districts as another means of keeping the Gentile 
population under the vigilant eyes of their Jewish masters. In each and every one 
of these districts there is a headquarters known as the Secret Board. The location 
Is often in the local synagogue and the members of the Secret Board all are Jewish. 
Into the Secret Board comes all reports and complaints on the people living within 
the jurisdiction of this board. Everyone from the age of 16 years has a folder in 
the files of the respective board and when the reports come In, their folder is 



: k f 

picked out and a notation made accordingly. Notes are made here bn the thinking 
ability of the individual, his character, ability to work for the state, family re- 
lations, statements made to others and general information. Vltoen the purges came a- 
round ever so often these files supply the Party with the names of those to be 
liquidated. If one shoiad do an act which is classified as a crime, then he or she 
is immediately sent to a concentration camp or executed according to the seriousness 
of the so-called crime. ^ . 

CRIMES IN THE SOVIET UNION. 

In the Soviet Union what constitutes a crime would be considered in America 
as an ordinary legitimate act. For instance, if one chould be working with his "own" 
horse and it should break its leg, it is a crime; if a machine should break down 
while in operation, it is a crime; if one should show up late for work or take the 
day off because of sickness, it is a crime; if one should bo caught with a bible, 
it is a crime; if one should know of a person who talks against the state and does 
not report him, even if it is a close relative, it is a crime. In other words, 
many things one does in the Soviet Union constitutes a crime. Special courts are 
set up to take care of the many cases being presei^ted dally. The verdicts mn from 
six months in a concentration camp to execution according to the degree of the crime. 
Every year new acts of the people are classified asvcrimes. ' 


HOME LIFE IN THE SOVIET UNION. 

In the Soviet Union there is very little home life since the Jewish secret 
government manages to keep families broken mainly due to the fact that there are 
millions of men in the concentration camps and Army. In the cities there are many 
more women than men, and the men who are favorites and left at home in many instances 
cohabit with four or five women. It is not necessary for /the men to siQ>port these 
women for the women are the ones who do the work and support themselves. Very few 
men are in the cities and villages where most of the work is done by women, in- 
cluding heavy industry and farming. Many children do not know their fathers 
children often become wards of the state shortly after birth. The result of this 
control over toe generations by toe Jewish World Planners is that Christian home 
life Is obliterated. 










THE GOVERNMENT OF THE SOVIET ONION 

I In the Soviet Union there are two liistinct governments; one visible afi<l the other 
visible* The visible government is composed of Gentile personnel and also Jewish per- 
^^ersonnel, whereas, in the invisible government all members are Jewish. There are 6o0, 
'000 secret police within the Soviet Union, and of these 400,000 are Jews. The secret 
police receive their orders from the secret invisible government. 

' In the Soviet Union the Communist Party is limited to million members, and approx- 
imately 2 million young communists called Comsomols. The latter do most of the spying 
on the Gentile population for the Jewish Secret Board. Of the 5^2 million party members 
50 % are Jewish with remaining 50% composed of prostitutes, criminals, illiterates. 

The Jewish Talmud says torture and kill the Gentile people and raise holine ss for 
I sraeP^ * Every year the Jewish Secret Boards execute a secret plan for the liquidation 
_of many thousands of Christians who are considered too well informed. These victims* 
are discovered by the spys who mingle with the general population. 

Every Troka consists of three Jews whose responsibility it i s to control by way of secret 
designs the masses of Christians within their jurisdiction. The Troka legislates the laws 
based upon their Talmud, and the Secret Boards execute them. 

The Jewish Talmud says Earth will have to he filled with the Chosen there- 

fore in every country where Jewish Communism has taken over they first destroy the edu- 
cated Christian class along with their faiiulies. Jewish Communism has destroyed all 
the members of the pre-existing government along with their families, with the exception 
of the Jews. It has destroyed all the Federal officers, detectives. State police, and Army 
officdrs along with their families, with the exception of the Jews. Jewish Communism 
has destroyed all of the Masons along with their families although this group was used 
effectively at the beginning to further the cause of communism. Jewish Communism has 
destroyed the freedom loving farmers, merchants, real estate owners, businessmen and 
professional men along with their families, Jewish Commutiism has destroyed all the 
spiritual leaders of the Soviet Union with the exception of the Rabbis and a token force 
of other spiritual leaders for exhibition. All^ churches have been de stroyed or converted - 
into other buildings with the exception of the synagogues. 

The Jewish Talmud says, when God divided the earth He gave all the Goy es (Christian 

cattle) to IsraeL** UTien the Jewish Gestapo took over the Soviet Union it took over all 
private property of the Christian population and turned it over to the government. From 
these properties the government made collective farms and made the Christians slave 
laborsof these farms. The result is not a peaceful one since all the slaves aredependent 
upon the government collective farms for their meager sustenance. 

In the Soviet Union the Jewish invi sible government separates wives from their husbansd 
and men from women. About 20,000,000 men are confined to concentration camps, and as 
a result succeeding generations will be affected. The supervision of these concentration 
camps is under the direct control of the Jewish Gestapo.

For World Conquest 

CONnDENTIAL NOTICE TO ALL JEWS 

We are about to reach our goal. World Wars I and II furthered our plans greatly. We succeeded in having 
many millions of Christians kill each other and returning other millions in such condition they can do us no barm. 
There remains little to be done to complete our control of the stupid Christians. 

JEWS IN AMERICA — These are your final instructions prior to take-over: 

1. Continue to enlarge our control over radio, TV, newspapers, movies, magazines, 
and books. 

2. Educate our sons and crowd the Gentiles out of the practice of law, medicine, phar- 
macy; all profitable trades and professions. 

3. Make their Schools and Colleges training camps for our Social Revolution. 

4. Bring ridicule upon their Christian faith, divide their people, weaken their churches, 
profess brotherhood and fellowship ujitil our cause is won. 

5. Demoralize their women and children. 

6. Corrupt their courts and bring them into contempt; using our interpretation of the 
laws and Constitution. 

7. Turn class against class. The Negro against the White. 

8. Buy politicians and continue to corrupt their local, state, and national governments. 

9. Destroy the Christians and Non-Jews by mass inoculation, water pollution, mental 
health and civil rights laws. 

10. Use willing tools like Eisenhower, Dulles, Lodge and Warren; they will do our bid- 
ding, 

11. Plan unrestricted immigration of our people to America from Central Europe and 
the Middle East. 

12. Tighten control of their money through our Federal Reserve System. 

13. Continue to place Jews in key positions in government, army and navy. 

14. We must destroy the Republic and replace it with a Democracy (Jewish-governed 
state Socialism.) 

15. Continue our control over labor, agitate unrest, strikes and violence by any means 
or schemes. 

Especially through these methods shall we plunge this country into destitution, demoralization, bankruptcy, and 
civil war, further lessening the numbers of our enemies.

In carrying out our responsibilities to give full 
assistance to local police departments and in determining whether 
any Federal violations under the Bureau's jurisdiction exist with 
respect to bombings and atteitqjted bombings, there is a possibility 
that "hate” groups such as the Washington White Citizens Council, 
the National States Rights Party and the Confederate Underground 
may be involved either in the planning of or the actual carrying 
out of these terroristic activities. As a part of our over-all 
investigative effort to determine the identities of those responsible 
for the bombings, the Bureau has initiated a program of immediately 
launching intensive investigations of "hate" groups. It should be 
kept firmly in mind at all times that the primary purpose of the 
intensive investigations of these "hate” groups is to determine 
whether the leaders or members of these groups are involved in any 
way in the bombings which have taken place since January 1, 1957 »

"The initiation fee for the Silver Shirts was $10 
or $15 and no dues were paid, thereafter although the members 
bought PELIjEY's publications and also booklets in the form of 
scripts which were written by PELIjEY and. issued, monthly or 
semi-monthly. 

"In the beginning the Silver Shirt movement appeared 
to be purely religious with no political element present. 

Around, 1937 - 38 the scripts began to deal with the manner in 
which the Jews controlled international finance and, became 
anti-Semitic. During the meetings the Regional Director would, 
first read, a script written by PELIjEY and after this discussion 
of the script was had among the members. No large meetings of 
the Silver Shirts were held in Reading.

been connected with the White Citizens Council (WCC). There is 
no Information indicating the existence of a formal WCC organi- 
zation In Philadelphia, In this connection, however, the "Phila- 
delphia Tribune," a Negro newspaper, in its issue of 10/21/58, 

Page 1, Column 2, contained an article captioned, "Race Hate 
Fanatics Make Jews, Negroes Targets of Attacks." This article 
states that a "fanatical white segregation group has been or- 
ganized in the heart of West Philadelphia with the aim of 
terrorizing and persecuting the Negro and Jewish citizens of 
this city." The article continues that the "Philadelphia Tri- 
bune" has learned through "extremely reliable sources" that an 
officer of the White Citizens Councils of the South has opened 
a branch headquarters in the vicinity of 44th and Locust Streets, 
an interracial community. From an apartment in this area, not 
further identified, the local "president" of the group reportedly 
has mailed out thousands of pamphlets and letters to white resi- 
dents in which Negroes and Jews are defamed. 

The pamphlets urge that the reader join in the "race- 
hate organization" which has as its first mission the destruction 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) in Philadelphia, and, secondly, the passage of legislation 
which would bring about segregation in local restaurants, theaters, 
hotels, public housing, and churches. The article states that while 
the group has little hope of achieving its two major objectives, it 
has, "nevertheless, managed to recruit several hundred members into 
the race baiting cult." 
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While the article failed to identify the local organizer 
or give the exact address of the WCC, it described the local or- 
ganizer as a "diminutive, cringing, furtive man who moved into the 
West Philadelphia apartment about three years ago. Last year he 
reportedly ordered and received 100 White Citizens Council member- 
ship cards from Texas, He has, on occasion, also received large 
batches of membership cards from Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia. 
This individual also reportedly receives copies of White Citizens 
Council periodicals from Jackson, Miss., which are described as 
"the most inflammatory of all which are permitted to go through 
the malls . " 


The article states further that several weeks ago, the 
local organizer placed a shingle outside his apartment house door 
proclaiming himself as the local representative for the National 
Association for the Advancement and Improvement of White People. 
Criticism by white and Negro residents of the neighborhood was so 
Intense that he removed the shingle after allowing it to remain 
outside his apartment door for only one day.
